“What China needs is a re- 
storation of the value of exist- 
ing silver stocks, not a wholesale 
addition to those stocks, call 
it loan or anything else.” de- 
clared Mr, Z. U. Za, the Direc- 
tor of the Burcau of Commercial 
Information in. Shanghai, in an 
interview granted to the 
Shanghai Times. 

“If It were possible to get con- 

_certed action taken for — the 
atabllizntion of the gilver market,” 
said Mr. Zau, ‘it would be secon 
possible to get the trade which is 
now -parnlyzed into movement 
agaln, and this would be to the 
benefit not only of China but of 
all the countries which have com- 
‘mercial dealings with us. It is no 
use talking about making « silver 
loan to China, :

We do not want anyone to 
lend us silver, but what we do 
want ix someone who will help 
us bring back to silver the value 
it han Jest during the Jast few. 
years, and especially during 
the past 12 months, 


Eleven years ago the tacl was 
worth nbout seven times what it. 
stands for to-day in exchange 
quotations, but, we do not want to 
seo the pendulum awing that far. 
All we want Is to .sce silver re- 
vognized for what it is—a metal 
which has been regarded for. cea- 
turles in Eastern countries as hav. 
Ing a definite monetary vatue as 
currency, and not subject ta the 


_ violent fluctuations which result 


from apecujatives dealings ina 
commodity. 
A Vicious Circle. 


“t quite realize.” procesded the 
Director of the Bureau of Indus- 
trial and Commercial Information, 
“that recovery in the value of the 
dollar to two shillings is not going 
to solve all Great Britain's indus- 
trian} problems. I quite’ realize 
that other nations as well as Great 
Britain are interested in the China 
market, and that the depression in 
British exports to this country is 
only one aspect of the very com- 
plicated problem which faces Bri- 
tish industry. Yet it seems to me. 
that all these things react one 
upon the other. A revival of Bri- 
tish trade with China would have 
a stimulating effect upon business 
generally, just as the, effects of 
depression and unemployment arc 
cumulative. When a factory 
closes down and 1,000 operatives 
are put out of work, their- mis- 
fortunes give rise to others. . Un- 
employed men and women have to 
deprive themselves at once of all 
the little luxuries they used to, en- 


‘ joy—thus causing more depression 


and, in time, more unemployment. 
Then, as time goes on, they have to 
deprive themselves of necessities—- 
agiin causing more depression and 
more unemployment. 


Why Britain Should Act, 


“Great Britain has so large on 
interest in China trade,” sald Mr. 
Zau, “and it seems to me she should 
be one of. the first to take action 
with ao view to ascertaining what 
cnn be done by international agrec-. 
ment to’ raise the value of silver. 
Jt is. British policy, again, in India 


which has added so ‘matorially to: 
' the decline {n the value of silver—' 


‘another reason, it seems to me, why 
Great Britain should take the initia. 
_tive In making nt least an endea- 
your to reach some sort of interna- 
: andorstanding for re-osta- 
blishing silver as a standard basis 
of credit. Other countries are al- 
so suffering from Chinn's inability 
to pay the prices asked for foreign 
goods when valucs aro expressed 
in terms of silver, so-that there 
does not scem to bo any reason for 
aupposing dorlous opposition would

MEOPHAM CRASH 


BREAK-UP OF MACHINE 
IN‘ MID-AIR, 


PHENOMENON DESCRIBED. AS 
BUFFETING. 


PROBABLE CAUSE. 


London, Jan. 23. 

The moat shocking air disas- 
ter of 1930, the crash of an all- 
metal Junkers aeroplane at the 
small Kent village of Mcopham, 
resulting in tho deaths of all 
the passengers and crew, is the 
subject of a report issued to-day 
by the Accidents Investigation 
Sub-Committee of the Aeronau- 
tical Research Committee of the 
Air Ministry. 

The aeroplane was flying in o 
gale at the time of the tragedy, It 
fell to pieces in the air for no 
apparent reason. : 

Three of those killed’ were titled 
people, Merquis Dufferin, Lady 
Ednam and Sir-Edward Ward; an- 
other was Mrs. Loeffler, the hostess 
of the first two named, at Le Tou- 
quet at her villa there. 

Two other victims were the 
noted pilot, Colonel L. P, G. Hen- 
derson, who owned the machine, 
and the second’ (pilot, Mr. C.D. 
Shearing.: 


The cnuse of the disaster was 
n complete mystery. The wings 
of. the acropinne fell off nnd 
dropped two miles away from 
the bodies. The engine [ell out 
of the machine. There wns no 
xia of Gre ‘or of an explosion. 

e rnachine seemed to scatter 
into fragments. “ 


$5 Committec’s Finding. 


‘After o full review of the various 
alternative hypotheses, the Air 
Ministry Sub-Committee find that 
the most probable primary cause 
of the disaster was the phenomenon 
known as “bulfeting’—a species of 
irregular oseillation—which caused 
a breakage of the tail until in the 
first instance.. : 

Afterwards a wing came off, the 
engine fell into Leylands ‘Court, 
and the body of_the fuselage, con- 
taining only the body of the pilot, 
fell a mass of wrecknge near Cot- 
ton Mends Bungalow. 


Research Suggested. 

The Sub-Committee recommend 
that the phenomenon described. a8 
buffeting be investigated, and steps 
taken to place the measurement of 
turbulence tn jue air, lle 
generally by pilots as pumpings, on 
a definite scientific basis, by the 
carrying of acceleromences on air- 
craft, or by other-means. 

Such measures, the Committee 
state in their Report, will help to 
define the size, destribution and 
sharpness of up and down currents. 

Such knowledge is needed to de- 
termine the load factors to which 
aeroplanes, should be designed.— 
British Wireless.

CHINESE ECONOMIC 
CONDITIONS. 


COUNSELLOR'S REVIEW OF 
THE SITUATION. 


A report has been Iasued by the 
Department of Overscas Trado on 
“Economie Conditions {n China to 
August 30, 1990," Tt has been com- 
piled by Mr, E, G, Jamieson, ©.B.E. 
Acting Commercial Counselicr at 
Stanghal, and w.th it is 1 atatement 
on tho trade of Manchurian by Mr, 
W. B. Cunningham, British Consul at 
Dalren, PO i 


Tho report states that “it {s no 
oxanporation to say that China is 
faced with oa vory gravo ~ financial 
crisis unless peace ts quickly re- 
stored.” Happily, peaco has since 
arrived, but tho report Rives an up- 
to-Inte review of the 


grapple. Tho ‘hand-to-mouth policy 
enforced upon the Goverpment by the 
incessant mlitary operations has been 
carried to such lengths that there is 
no source of revenue which {s not 
hoavily encupbered with debt, some- 
times at moat exorbitant rates of in- 
terest. Though all the forelgn loan 
and indemnity obligationn accured on 
the Customa revenues in 1920 and in 
the first elght months of 1080 were 
duly met, the doubling of these re- 
venues through the tariff increnses of 
February, 1929, has had little effect 
on the position of unnecured forelgn 
Juan obligations, Tho reason in that 
an ever-increasing load of internal 
deht has heen piled on these nd- 
ditional revenucs, taking precedence 
of all other Mabillties, Phe nbsonce 
of aay Budget system renders the 
exact financial situation of the coun. 
try difficult to determine, but an 
estimate is quoted which places the 
total amount af foreign Janna on 
January 1, 1000, at £86,000,000, The 
service of these loans for 1930 would 
require £19,000,000, ef which tt was 
Defieved that only £0,700,000 would 
he met, the remainder going by de- 
fault. The total amount of in- 
ternal indebtedness owns placed at 
8014,000000, Including  $343,000,000 
issued by the Nanking Government 
singe 1927, 


The net value of the foreign trade 
of Chinn during 1929 amounted to 
the record sum of 2,281 million Hal. 
kwan tacts, Imports, as compared 
with 1928, whlel wan the previous 
highest record, Snerensed by more 
than 69 millions, and exports by °24 
millions, The sterling value of this 
trade at the avernge rate of exchanre 
of 24, 7 13-16d. amounted . to 
£202,413,089, ax compared — with 
£319,554,403 in 1928, when the rate 
of conversion was 2a. 11 1-10d. 


In regard: to the distribution of 
trade, it is found that, excluding 
Hongkong from the British Empire 
for purposes of comparison, Japan 
easily retains the premfer position, 
although, owing to the Inpanose boy- 
cott in 1929, the balance of trade in 
her favour was considerably reduced, 


British’ Methods of Marketing. 


Criticiam of British marketing 
methods appears in the report. 


"One has so constantly heard on 
all sides," writes Mri Jamioson, “that 
there is ‘nothing’ doing,’ that markets 
are Gull and that ‘business is impos- 
riblo under existing conditions, that 
a too pessimistic viewpoint may have 
been unconsciously = nequired. For 
this reason I: would refer ngain to 
what was described in last year's 
report as the brighter side of the 
picture, and to emphasise the fact 
that friendly relations have been 
restored between the British and 
Chinese merchants and people as. a 
whole. British goods are popular, 
our reputation for falr dealing still 
holda- good, but price, price, price in 
the dominating factor. It has been 
sald, and probably not without truth, 
that whereas there are constant re- 
ports of atagnation in the old-estnb- 
lished linen of business, the balanco 
of British trade ta being made up in 
other directions, Furthermore, that 
while it is known that certain firms 
with large overhead charges havo ‘not 
been in the most prosperous condition 
in recent years, bunks have found that 
there has been the tendency for busl- 
nest to spread itsolf over a large 
number of small concerns able to exist 
on minute margina of profit. 


It cnnnot be too strongly emphasis- 
ed that trading conditions havo 
changed and are changing very 
rapidly. Tnoriff autonomy was restor- 
ed to Chinn ns from February 1, 
1929, and one year Inter saw the in- 
troduction of the gold unit in placa 
of the Haikwan taol og tho basis of 
duty payments. The new system, 
while quite folr in principle, has 
added considerably to the allver 
amount of duties on imports. Com- 

etition from countries such as Italy, 

elgium, Czechostovakis, etc., which 
formerly were not largely concerned 
in exports to China, is becoming 
more and more severe. Tho increas- 
-Ing tendency towards direct trading,

Leading Traders’ Views. 


Mr. Jamioson: then quotes, tho 
followlng expressions of opinion from 
lending British merchants in Shung- 
hat and Canton which aro of interest: 

“It would scom necessary to impress 
upon tho manufacturern tho necessity 
of mecting the competition of tho 
manufacturers of 
who . realise that trade cannot 
bo secured unicss it {is sought 
and that tho secking conts moncy. 
To introduco a now articlo or main- 
tain tho salo of an established pro- 
duct it Is necessary to expend cash, 
In tho first.place, the ‘bread of the 
wators’ may come back and may not. 
The Americans realise this and aup- 
pert their agents necordingly. Tho 
British manufacturers for the moat 

art do not, leaving tho cost 
introduction up to tho merchant. 
The result fa that no merchant will 
undertake an.agency unless ho ts 
almost 100 per cent. sure of securing, 
profitnblo reaults. Elo cannot afford 
to take the risk otherwise, 


“It must ho remembered that in- 
most cares the merchant handling 
British goods provides the selling or- 
ganisation, andor bikes advertising and 
nansumcs all the riska of the trana- 
action, and in machinery must give 
more or less extended eredit for which 
conrequently he is obliged to work on 
conservative Jines. Were he ina 
position to be more adventurour, tho 
resulta might be beneficlal to manu- 
fucturers, but without more support 
from ‘them he would not bo justified in 
taking: more risks. 


“The question of price competition 
js, of course, another and a very 
serious problem, The merchant can 
advise regarding the competition to 
he met, but obviously ft must be up 
to the manufacturers to devise 
means.”

Crous-Examination, 


In reply to Mr. Lo, witness said 
that he knew that his auat had been 
staying with the fiest Tefencant be- 
tore, But he had never seen the 
second defendant previous to the 
arrest. He denied that his story 
about the packet had been trumped 
up. He denied that) he and his 
friends had accused the first defen- 
dant of having sguandercd his 
aunva morey, He admitted having 
struck the first defendant on De- 
cember 10, but that was when he 
found out that he had cheated his 
uunt.

A POWER SCHEME. - 


“PLANT TO SUPPLY ALL 
KWANGTUNG. 


If conditions niong the Yung 
River come up to expectations of 
engincera certain plana now in tha 
nebulowa stage may soon take 
tangible form, the ultimate realisa- 
tion of which will mean the deve- 
lopment of a huge hydro-electric 
power station of n capacity suffl- 
lent to take enre of the needs: of 
the whole of Kwangtung Province 
for some time to come, says the 
Canton Gazette, The Yung River 
scheme, if surveys now in process 
prove practicable, will mean to 
Kwangtung what Muscle Shoals 
and Niagara Falls mean to the 
American—electric power genera- 
tion at very low cost. 


Recently there were present in 
Canton Mr, Paul Sykes, Canadian 
Government Trade Commissioner, 
stationed at Hongkong, Mr. W.d. 
Riddiford, Assistant Trade Com- 
missioner, Mr. W.G. Poy, Secretary 
to Mr, Sykes, Mr. J.N. Jenasen, 
representing. the Fraser Brace 
Engineering Corporation of Mon- 
treal, and Mr, Lam Wing Yan, all 
keenly interested in discussing this 
vast seheme with the Provincial 
Government. Several conferences 
were held with General Teng Yin- 
wah, the Commissioner of Recon- 
struction, while an interview was 
also had with Chairman Chan 
Ming-shu, these two olficials avinc- 
ing the greatest interest in plans 
that hold promiso of tremondoua 
advantage to Kwangtung’s diverai- 
fied industrics . requiring the use 
of power. . 


Hydro-Electric Plant. 


The scheme cnils for the deve 
lopment of a hydro-electric powor 
plant in the Yung River, just above 
Yingtak. From = cursory inspec- 
tions which engineers have made 
it in eatimated that the volumo 
und force _of waterflow ot this 
particular part of tho river fa suffi- 
cient to gencrate sufficient elec- 
trical energy to supply all Kwang- 
tung's needs, not only for the 
present, ‘Dut also for somo years 


to follow, allowing for normal in-| 


dustrial expansion, The scheme js 


exactly similar to the numerous | en 


hydro-electric planta now working 
all over Americn, which, putting it 
briefly, convert. natural water 
power Into clectrical energy 
through the use of appropriate 
machinery. Tho cost of harness- 
ing the water power in this 
fashion is 8o low that it is cheaper 
to conduct the resultant electric 
power over hundreds of miles to 
distant centres than to operate the 
usual type of power stations at 
the points of demand. . 


Mr, Jenssen’ Ieft for Yingtak 
some days ago, with a party of 
Chinese engincers and a. special 
gitard of a hundred men provided 
hy the Canton gendarmerie. THe 
expects to ‘be away for a few 
weeka making his observations, 
and the hope Is held that he will 
he able to gather suficiont data 
for definite formulation of the 
scheme when he returns, 


Apart from the principal treaty 
ports and cities along the coast 
and some of the larger rivers, 
China as, whole is but ill served 
hin the way of electrical power. 
She possesses ‘vast resources in 
the-natural water power of her 
nuinefout rivers, and if the Ying- 
tak scheme comes to fruition, it 
may well bé that Kwangting might 
to the genoral dove=- 
lopment of hydro-clectric stations 
all over the country. :

“Tho year 1980 has been tho 
moat prolific in the history of Bri- 
tish publishing,” states “The Pub- 
lishers’ Circular and Bookacllers’ 
Record.” :

economic depression, and jis a 
proof of the vitality and-enterprise 
of the book trade. ; 


“The ‘it wind’ (of financial 
stringency hasa stimulating effect 
on reading, as can be proved from 
the statistics of our public tbra- 
ries. Whon moncy is scarce for 
tho thentre or the Talkies, then 
book are discovered.” 


The number of books recorded 
as jssucd during 19380 wan 15,393, 
compared with 14,086 during 1929;

BOY’S DIARY OF DEATH 


PLAN TO END OWN LIFE 
DESCRIBED. 


Remarkable extracts from a boy’s 
diary, in which he detailed his plang 
to end his life, were rend at an in- 
quest on’ Henry Isaac Poyser (17), 
tailor's cutter, of Larrain-terrnce, 
Sheepsear, Leeds, at Scarborough 

His body was recovered from the 
sea, ; 

The father, Nathan Poyser, a 
wholesale wool merchant, said his 
son suffered from debility and com- 
plained of tiredness. te 

The coroner, Mr. Claude Royle, 
read extracts from a notebook found 
in the boy's pocket. 

"Gave all money. Go to Scar- 
borough on Wednesday by train, 
commit suicide there by going 
through railings on -Marine: Drive 
at high tide. Smoke in train.” 

There was a reference to “five 
shillings, roughly, for smoking on 
suicide trip to Scarborough,” and 
the lust entry read: - 


"H. Poyser, Deceniber 24, 1930, |” 


aged 17, Committed suicide above 
date. Reasons: | No prospects, 
eternal tiredness, excessive mor- 
bidness, ultra super nervousness.” 
A verdict of “Suicide during tem- 
porary insanity” was returned.

REPUBLICANS AND 
PROHIBITION. 


Prohibition is once again becom- 
ing a paramount issue in American 
politics, Most striking of all the 
developinents ia the Republican re- 
volt against nny attitude of stub- 
born opposition to modification of 
the law by President Hoover, 
Hitherto, the President haa shown 
no disposition to tamper with the 
Kighteenth Amendment, but it 
would seem from: the latest news 
that the force of public opinton 
may deflect him from the stand he 
has taken up. The fact that the 
Wickersham Commission inclines 
to modification of the law, al- 
though its report is described: as 
a Very inconclusive document, -has 
given the Republican bosses serious- 
ly to think. They are looking to 
the Presidential Election next year, 
fenring that too rabid an attitude 
may be disastrous to their cuuse. 
The Chairman of the Republican 
National Committee has interview- 
ed the President on the matter, and 
something of a sensation has been 
caused by his assurance that Mr. 
Hoover is not committed to a 
policy of opposition to modifica- 
tion, but is kceping an open mind 
on the subject. Which seems. to 
suggest that he is awaiting public 
reaction to the Wickersham Report 
before disclosing the official Re- 
publican attitude. 


To anyone who has followed re- 
cent developments there cannot be 
the least shadow of doubt that 
public opinion in the United States 
is moving in the direction of 
modification, if not actual repeal, 
of the law, Looking back, we find 
that it was over seventy years ago 
that the movement started which 
resulted in the Efgtiteenth Amend- 
ment being passed into law, this 
being the time when the firat State 
adopted Prohibition. When the 
Eighteenth Amendment was.passed, 
it was not to be operative unless 
ratified within seven yearg. Actual- 
ly, however, a0 strong was public 
opinion né thé: time, that it took 
only just over one year for the 
necessary thirty-three States to en- 
dorse it.. Since then, ten more 
States have ratified, the aggregate 
votes of the States - Legislatures 
being 5,002 to 1,245. The Senate 
vole for ratificntion was 1,304 to’ 
240, and the House of Representa- 
tives vote 3,776 to 1,026. These 
figures-disclost the substantial sup. 
port which the Prohibition Law 
had, and it {5 only fair that they 
should be stressed in view of re- 


.| America. 


pented suggestions that it did not 
represent the vicw of tho people. 
Since these times, however, actual 
experience of the working of Pro- 
hibition and of the evils which it 
has brought in its train has un- 


-|doutedly caused a big change of 


view “amongst the people of 
It was not foreseen that 
the evils of the saloon would be 
more than paralleled by the evils 
of racketeering and that thore 
would spring up an iicit traffic in 
the worst possible kinds of alcohol, 
So far from tlie danger being 
eliminated, it has been merely 
driven underground, and, worst of 
all there has been in many parts of 
the country complete definnce of th: 
Jaw. Graft and all other kinds of 
corruption have become rampant. 

With the facta thus, it ‘is no 
cnuse for surprise that the 
pendulum should now begin to 
sawing fn the direction of modifica- 
tion of the law. For the sake of ita 
reputation In the eyes of the world, 
the United States cannot afford to 
permit matters to continue os they 
are. Only three courses are open— 
complete repeal, substantial modi- 
flention, or strict enforcement. The 
middle course would appear to be 
most in favour. Certain is it that 
control of the IHquor trade ‘is in- 
finitely prefernble to its attempted 
suppression, which would appear 
to be an impossible task. 


Colony’s Trade Disaster. 


Those whore affairs are closely 
linked with the inscrutable Destiny 
controlling the silver sec-saw will 
derive cold comfort from the fact 
thnt the Colony’s trade for the last 
nine months of 1930 compured, in 
dollar values, fayourably with that 
of 1924, itself a boom year. The 
official statistics are honest enough 
to show clearly that the volume of 
trade, expressed in sterling. has 
been cut by halé, that exports, ex- 
pected to increase, were less in ratio 
to importa than in 1926, and that @ 
eontinuance of existing conditions 
in the exchange market will produce 
still more disastrous consequences 
in 1931. Without analysis even the 
sterling figures fail adequately to 
indiente the full effects of the silver 
slump. For all practical purposes, 
the normal trade of the Colony is 
at a complete standstill. The large 
amount of business still being con- 
ducied ig anything but’ reflective 
of the Colony’s stamina. If one 
excepts building materials, exami- 
nation of eloquent figurese prepar- 
ed by the Statistical Department 
reveals that the Colony’s imports 
and re-exports consist almost en- 
tirely of commodities which would 
come under the heading of neces- 
sarics, articles that residents in 
Hongkong and China could not do 
without whatever the value of the 
dollar. In this sphere moreover, 
there is evidence that the source of 
supply is changing, that the Colony 
is putting up with cheaper and 
shoddier articles, lacking the pur- 
chasing power to maintain the 
movement in better class goods, If 
it were necessary to point a- case, 
the position of the United Kingdom 
in ‘the Hongkong market would be 
an illuminating example. The 
Colany’s sterling imports from 
England have dropped by more 
than sixty per cent., a Joss Inrgely 
represented by a falling off in 
cottons and woollens. The Cotony'’r 
needs are being supplied by- the 
mills of Shanghal and Japan, Such 
illustrations tell’ thelr own story. 
Residents are beginning to look 
ut every ten-cent piece. As a cen- 
tre of trade, in the larxer sense, 
the Colony is dead, and will remain 
so until a miracle occurs to restore 
silver to its natural value. The 
December trade ‘returns were the 
Jargest for the year—the Christmas 
Festival playing . its

The wings consist of 
six air-filled spars, three on cach 
side, and another such spar runs 
out to the rear on which the tail 
will be mounted. : 

Rubber ribs are to be fitted into 
the wings, the whole thing cover- 
ed with a fabric; the tail put on 
and it will be ready to fly. 

McDaniel plans to run it as a 
lider at first, but after experi- 
ments have been conducted in the 
air he intends mounting a motor 
on his invention, ‘ 

The entire outfit will weigh only: 
126 pounds and the_ inventor 
believes he can manufacture it 
for about $200 ench. :

Just for the thrill, Captain 
Malcolm Compbell is spending 
£30,000 to xo to Americn to ride 
for five minutes in an automobile. 

He will be his own hauffeur, 
too, and will tuke his own car. 
All that Captain Campbell wants 
‘from America {a some seven miles 
of smooth, sandy beach at Day- 
tona, nnd sufficient police pro- 
tection to keep curious pedestrians 
off the route of his brief joy- 
ride. : 


The sooner it Ia all over the 
‘better he will be satisfied. For 
not only does he have something 
Ieas than an even chance of peing 
alive after taking himself for that 
ride, but ‘if he fs successful he 
will have estab)iahed a new world’s 
record for nutomobile speed.

For example, nearly every 
American car manufacturer buys, 
his back axles from one large firm 
who carry out all the axlo cxperi- 
ments for him and advise him ac- 
cordingly—with a knowledge: far 
greater thon the manufacturer him- 
self can acquire—nas to which type 
and design of axle, is most suitable 
to his vehicle,

In much the same way oil-produc- 
ing and marketing concerna with 
large Inboratories and other re- 
sources at their command can ad- 
vise motor manufacturers as to the 
best type and grade of ol] for their 
individunl engines.

“SOONER OR LATER.” 


Addressing the annual dinner of 
the European Association at Cal- 
cutta, Lord Irwin, ‘the Viceroy, 
made the following slatement: 


It ao happened that my five years 
of office coincided with what must 
In nny circumstances have been a 
period of intense political activity, 
and no one knows better than I how 
grent hoa been the help that during 
that time I, as head of the Govern- 
ment, have received from the Euro- 
pean community. Especially has 
that been. the case during tho Jost 
dificult year, 


From one quarter, general critic- 
fam that we hear Is, of course, that 
there would have been no trouble, 
or that the trouble would have im- 
medintely disappeared, if only the 
country had what was called + 
“strong Government.” 


+I notice those on whose Ups this 
phrase generally Ifes are often 
more unanimous in denunciation of 
the Government than in describing 
in exact terms the matters in which 
executive action falls ahort of their 
jdenl—and I find a diMficulty In 
nacertajning clearly what {it really 
ix they have in mind. 


f am entitled to ask men and wo- 
men of sober judgment why those 
who compose the local governmenta 
and the Government of India, and 
who together represent a good deal 
of varied Indian expertence, must 
be supposed to have forfeited, be- 
caune they hold official positions, 
whatever may have been their nn- 
tural endowment of common sense 
nnd why they, applying their minda 
day in and day oul to the problem 
how best to combat the threat of 
civil disobedience, Are more cer- 
tainly all wrong than their critics, 
who have not the same facilities for 
information, and therefore have not 
the same opportunity of forming 
conclusions, 


“OM With His Head.". 


The truth, I fancy, is that such 
critics are firm believers in what 
1 call the practicability of short 
cuts” In “Alice in] Wonderland,” 
nes you remember, the Queen had 
only ona way of settling all diffical- 
ties, great and small, “Of with 
his head," she would say, without 
even looking round, and that policy, 
tranvlajed into terms of real life, 
will ulways offer powerful attrac- 
tions when men are impressed with 
n disturbance that. is caused by 
particular agitations and believe 
that u speedy and effective remedy 
lies ready to hand in the shape uf 
vigorous executive action. 


I definitely do not share the view 
that any Government action, how- 
ever drastic, will or can be as 
powerful a solvent of these troubles 
as will be the gradual force of 
public opinion, which must sooner 
or later awake to the fact of how 
mistaken ig the course that the 
country ig Invited to pursuc. 


The conditions, for example,’ of 
prosperous and friendly commercial 
intercourse are always dependable 
far more upon public opinion than 
upon Government. action, and how- 
ever emphatically we condemn the 
civil disobedience movement—and 
nobody can feel more strongly than 
I the harm that it has done and 
is doing to the cause of [ndin— 
whatever powers we find necessary 
fo take to combat ‘it go lony ag it 
persists, we should, I am satisfied, 
make.a profound mistake {ff we 
under-estimate the genuine and 
powerful feeling of Nationalism 
that is to-day animating much of 
Indian thought. And for this no 
simple, complete or permanent cure 
has eyer. been or can be found in 
strong action by the Government. 


Before this movement started I 
formed the definite view—which 
everything that happened since has 
only relnforced—that jt would no 
doubt be possible to apply a far 
more ruthless policy of repression 
than anyone his yet suggested, and 
after a space of time, be it short 


‘lor long, to create a desert and ‘call 


it peace. | . 

I do not belleve any man can 
doubt that so far from facilitating 
the accomplishment of the principal 
purpose of Great Britain, which is 
to lend Indin to self-government 
and retain her as an equal content- 
ed member of the Imperial family 
of nations, ‘such action, even: if 
otherwine feisible, would on. the 
contrary aggravate your task quite 


‘| indofinitely and probably’ destroy 


any hope. of bringing it to a suc. 
cessful issue. .

BUS CO. OWNERS WANT 
INCREASED FARES. 


Canton, Jan. 23. 

Hard hit by high — sterling ex- 
change and the corresponding in- 
ercase in prices of motor acces- 
sories and petrol, the Canton Mo- 
tor Bus Companies’ Association 
has appealed to the Munielpal 
Government for the curtailment of 
the daily tax of $1.60 on each bus 
and to increase the fares charged 
to passengers. by 60 per cent, 
The decision was reached at‘an 
extraordinary mecting held: early 
this week among the bus com- 
panies and on Wednesday a dele- 
gation of 12 interviewed the Mayor 
of Canton. ; 

Becnuse of the adverse factors, 
each bus running in Canton City 
auffern a daily loss of $20, accord- 
ing to the delegates. In Canton 
there is no second class on the 
buses. and a untform charge is 
made of 16 cents for one ride, 16 
cents being equivalent to a,10 cent 
piece in Hongkong, ; 

The delegates ‘also commented 
on the exorbitant tax of $1.50 4 
day on each bus, and compared it 
with the licence fee charged by 
the Hongkong Government. ' They 
demanded an Increase in the fares 
in ‘accordance | With the mileage 
system which Is belng used in 
Hongkong...

At the end of June a letter was 
sent to Kienning City, obviously 
dictated by the Communists, asking 
for a ransom of £10,000, on the

In July the newa that one of Miss 
Nettleton’s fingera had been cut off 
was recelyed at Foochow. After 
several attenipta to find a messenger 
the Consul and Mr. Sills at last

A Mock Trial. 


He was told that on September 1 
the Communists were arranging to 
keep a Communist Day, whon ‘one

On that day, the messenger suw 
Miss Harrison arrive in a sedan 
chair from the place they were kept, 
which was a shack: up a hill, about 
10 miles from the Communist head- 
quarters, There was a mock trial, 

The messenger ‘interviewed ten 
men, and obtained a reprieve for 
Miss Harrison, He was able to 
talk to her. She .asked about’ the 
Chungan.Church and Christians. 

The messenger returned to 
Kienning City and gave a full re- 
port. On September 8 he started 
back with an offer of £1,000 for 
ransom, but the Communists scorn- 
ed-such a low sum, 

The messenger again went back 
to Kienning, bringing a letter from. 
Miss Harrison, which, like the 
former ones, had been censored by 
an_Euglish speaking Moscow-train- 
man among the Communists. 

Miss: Harrison was, however, able 
{a send a private letter, in which 
she said, “There seems no end to 
our Jong, dark tunnel. I do not 
sce how £4,000 can possibly be 
paid; is it right to pay so much for 
such a cause and for two old wo- 
men? Our bodies, minds, and 
souls: haye been wonderfully kept. 
He has promised a way of escape. 
You must not do anything you do 
not. think right.” She also said 
she was glad .that soldiers had not 
been sent. 


Food For Prisoners. 


The messenger saw the English- 
women four .times, and tock food 
to them.

SCHOOL HEALTH. . 


The fact that 40,000 lives are 
being raved every year which would 
not have been saved a gencration 
ago is emphasised in the report of 
Sir George Newman, Chief Medical 
Officer of the Bonrd of Education, 
on: “The Health of the Schoo! Child 
during 1929.” 


We are maintaining our popula- 
tion, he saya, with tho “less phyical- 
ly fit.” 


The following are some of the 
outstanding passages in the report. 


Sowing the “C.3" Seeds, 


Too many seeds of far-reaching 
infection ‘ are sown in childhood 
(tuberculosis, measles, rhoumatic 
fover, &.), but the main stream of 
“school discases” consist of slight 
and remedin! departures from the 
normal, which, if promptly correct- 
ed, should leave no permanent mark 
behind. For instance, 860,000 
cases of minor ailments were treat- 
ed In 1929. The average degree of 
severity was considerably leas than 
formerly. 


Saving Tens of Thousnnds. 


The infantile mortality rate of 
1891-1900 was 168 per 1,000 com- 
pared with 74 per 1,000 for 1920- 
1929. Meanwhile, the birth rate 
had fallen from 26.5 in 1920 to 
16.3 in 1920. 


We are now saving the lives of 
tena of thousands of infants who, 
under former.conditions, would not 
have survived. 


Less Physically Fit. 


When we remember also that for 
many years the birth rate has been 
declining more rapidly among the 
better physical stocks of the popula- 
tion than among the Iess physically 
fit, we cannot fail to recognise that 
the present generation of achnol 
children may be relatively Jacking 
in physical stamina and powers of 
resistance, ‘ a 


‘This temporary change (provided 
it remnins transitory) js not neccs- 
sarily bad in itself nor a sound 
renson for not saving infant life. 


In theory we could get a strong 
physical raca by allowing the feebler 
specimens to dic or. be sterilised 
and breeding from the best stocks. 
But it is only a theory, for who 
is to determine which children shall 
die? and who iy to select the best 
stocks ? 

We hear a great deal of talk 
about “the law of survival of the 
fittest” which ohtaina in Nature, 
but we ‘are upt'to forget that for 
man “the fittest” fs not necessarily 
the beat, 


Study of Hygiene. ‘ 


We shall never be in a position 
to deat satisfactorily with our 
school medical problems until and 
unless we improve the physical con- 
dition of the children between in- 
fancy and school life. 

One of the matters most urgently 
ealling for public attention is the 
study and practice of personal 
hygienc, both in’ the schools and 
among the mothers of pre-school 
children. 

It is disappointing to find how 
very little systematic teaching in 
mutters of health is being given in 
the secondary schoola, 


Sex Education. 


It Is open to question whether 
direct class instrustion in sex edu- 
ention in this subject is cither 
advisoble or practicable. A whole- 
some view of sex should be Induced 
indirectly by the reasonable teach- 
ing of hygiene from a_blological 
standpoint and personal guidance 
to individuals. = 


More Dentists Needed, 


Advocating a complete school 
dental service, Sir George says: It 
is probable that there are 4,000,000 
school children in need of yearly 
dental treatment. At presont 
treatment {3 given to 2,234,000. 

To give a complete dental trent- 
ment would require about 1.300 
dentists, an increase of about 800. 
Eventually 2,100 whole-time. dent- 
sta would be: required,” . 

The additional. annual coat ivould 
be £680,000, ‘rising to 1,400,000. 


_ First Year Perils. : 


Of the 74,497 children who died 
under five yenrs of age-in 1929, os 
many as 47,868 were dead before 
their firat birthday. Thirty years 
ugo: (1900) the nation lost 142,012 
infants under one yenr of age. .
